7. and 
With bim moft Philofophers, ). that the Load-/tone at- 
tra€teth jon unto it by their fimilitude and likenels 
of Subftances; for fo you fee they ‘are both of the 
iike Colour ; Calpar Botholomy fays, That the Zoad- 
fone does not meetiy and tolely~by its attractive Fa- 
culty draw /ron unto it, but that it is rourifhed and 
fed by Iron. The moft receiv’d Opinion is, That there 
is under our North Pole an huge black Rock, from 
under which the Ocean iffueth forth in four Cur- 
rents, anfwerable to the four Corners of the Earth, 
or four Winds, which Rock is thought to be all of 
Load-ftone 3 fo that by a kind of afhnity, it draweth 
all fuch like Stones or other Metals touched by” them 
towards it.
